GET RID OF THE CROWS 
(By JACK MINER) 


My reason, dear reader, for writ- 
ing. this article is simply to encour- 
age you to take more interest in our 
great out-of-doors and closer study 
of the so-called wiid creatures that 
occupy it. Yes, and to ask you to 
study them closer for yourself, since 
at the present day there are so many 
indoor naturalists writing and mis- 
leading the public. This is why I 
am asking all classes of humanity 
to take a deeper interest. When you 
are driving, walking, running or fiy- 
ing, keep ‘both eyes open so as to 
gain more from, personal observa- 
tions, and when you see a crow pur- 
sued and pecked by smaller birds, 
stop and ask yourself why? Surely 
they don’t want to eat him. Then, 
why are they chasing him?

Or you may see a killdeer or other 
species of bird fluttering and hob- 
bling out from right near you. Im- 
mediately you are convinced that. she 
is crippled or the back of her wing is 
broken, since she keeps falling ov\r 
herself every time she attempts to 
get away. Of course, you are going 
to catch her and see just what is 
wrong. But soon you find you can 
get just so close and no closer and 
when you have yourself out of breath 
you will get discouraged and stop, 
for you find the bird you are pur- 
suing can fly fairly well and is five 
times further from you than she was 
when you started. Now, please ask 
yourself why and go back to where 
you first saw her. But be careful 
where you put your feet, for you 
might step on her'eggs or one of her 
babies. Keep both eyes open and be 
convinced as to how these God-given 
creatures, in the majority of cases, 
take advantage of color protection. 
For illustration: if it,is a killdeer’s 
nest, see how well she has gathered 
pebbles, shells, bits of wood or frag- 
ments of anything of the color of her 
eggs, and placed them all around the 
nest. Remember this is the mother’s 
doings, and when you see a ruffied 
grouse (Partridge) not over three 
days’ old, hide among leaves the color 
of itself, what do you call this? I 
simply call it God. 

In the spring of 1879, which was 
the second year we were in Canada, 
I put in every Sunday hunting for 
young foxes, to keep them as pets. 
With axe in hand, I would scour the 
woods for miles around and, when I 
heard something meowing and 
screaming, which sounded like an old 
Tom-cat making his last screech, in- 
stead of running for home to tell 
mother I was chased by a lynx or 
wild cat, I quietly marked the exact 
direction from which the sound 
came. When about one quarter of a 
mile away, the squalling usually 
ceased. Now I turned: and, if the 
nojse took me straight north, I went 
back south from where I first heard 
it, keeping both eyes open for hollow 
logs and so forth and for remnants 
of rabbits, ruffed grouse or turkey 
feathers, and in the majority of cases 
I would soon be using the axe to 
chop out the young foxes. 

Sometime ago I read a nine page 
letter sent to me from a gentleman 
explaining that “it was not the Eng- 
lish sparrow that was driving the 
barn and eave swallows out, but 
that the systematic control of house 
flies by the human race was robbing 
the swallows of their food and starv- 
ing them out.” Really, it was a 
beautifully written letter and, if one 
did not know better, he might be in- 
duced to believe it. But the fact is, 
the English sparrow is the direct 
cause of the decrease of fully ninety 
per cent. of our barn and eave swal- 
lows. I haven’t seen an eave swal- 
low in Ontario for twenty-five or 
thirty years. In Alaska there are 
no English sparrows, but in July, 


| 1925, I counted forty-seven occupied 


eave swallows’ nests under the eaves 
of a building we stayed in while 
there. In other words, they are there 
now just the same as they were here 


in eastern America 50 years ago, and | 


would be here now were it not for 
the devilish, dominating ways of this 
imported, undesirable house sparrow, 
a dirty bird that doesn’t do as much 
good in a year as a swallow will in 
a week. 

Some years ago, I saw an article 
in a sporting paper stating that ean- 
vas-back ducks and Canada geese 
migrated at the rate of 120 miles 
per hour. One hundred and twenty 
miles per hour, or, in other words 
two miles per minute! Say, I.am 
from Missouri and you have got to 
show me! During the last ten years, 
I have been privileged to give this 
question a fair test and, on several 


occasions, when the wild geese have | 


left my home for ‘Hudson

as a big distingu'shable flock crosses 
the road at my house I call “Go.” He 
marks the exact time, goes to the 
road and, of course, can see the 
geese coming. Here are the results 
of the last three tests: First, 2% 
minutes. Second, with a nice breeze 
in their favor, lifting them along— 
two minutes and eleven seconds. 
Third, as they were facing quite a 
stiff breeze, four minutes. Remem- 
ber, these birds are from three to 
five hundred feet high before they 
leave the sanctuary, therefore they 
are not doing climbing after they 
leave here. 

Oh, but you sigh and say, “What 
has all of this to do with Crows?” 
Nothing at all. I have only unrolled 
these experiments to encourage you 
to study for yourself. : 

The first hunting I did in Canad 
was crow hunting. This was May, 
1868. We ehot the crows because 
they pulled up our corn, and from 
boyhood up, whenever I started to 
hunt any creature I studied its 
habits. Soon I found myself prac- 
ticing how to imitate the call of the 
creature that was causing the young 
crow’s trouble; I would practice this 
quivering, cawing and hooting in the 
early morning, when all was silent, 
and let the echo from the forest 
speak for itself as to the perfection 
of the deception. Then I would con- 
ceal myself .in the thick under- 
growth of the woods, in easy range 
of a few dead tree-tops for Mr. Crow 
to perch on. I would then start giv- 
ing these low delicate caws of dis- 
tress, just the same as I heard the 
young crow utter, now and then giv- 
ing the low hoot of the owl. Many, 
many of these black, old nest-robbers 
have brought food or come to pro- 
tect the wrong baby but, to my sur- 
prise, they were not feeding their 
young on corn. As I held these old 
birds up by the tail as they gasped 
their last, they spewed up bird’s 
eggs. I have seen as high as seven 
unhatched robins pour out of the 
mouth or throat of a dying crow, 
and the little bits of life were some- 
times still squirming.

Winnipeg Organization Takes First 
Step To Co-ordinate Efforts 

The Canadian Conservation Insti- 
tute, Winnipeg branch, was organ- 
ized recently as a first step in co- 
ordinating efforts to end drouth 
ravages and protect resources on the 
Canadian prairies. ; 

Premier John Bracken of Mani- 
toba was elected chairman of the 
advisory council of 30 members, and 
T. C. Main, divisional engineer of the 
Canadian National Railways, was 
elected president of the active execu- 
tive committee. 

The Winnipeg branch hopes to fos- 
ter organization of similar branches 
in other cities of Saskatchewan and 
Alberta with a three-fold objective. 
Both Premier Bracken and Mr. Main 
have been active in urging steps to 
protect against drouth periods which 
took a heavy toll of agriculture on 
the prairies in the past five years. 

The objectives declared the insti- 
tute aimed to co-operate in combat- 
ting drouth' and solving problems 
arising therefrom; to co-operate in 
promoting efficient use and scientific 
conservation of resources in a bal- 
anced program of co-ordinated de- 
velopment, and to provide machinery 
whereny citizens may contribute to 


these objectives.

Fine Qualities Of The General Prac- 
titioner Under Most Trying 
Conditions 

A periodical.devoted to medical 
news has set up a list of twenty-five 
men who, in its opinion, made the 
most important contributions to the 
healing art in 1984, putting at their 
head Dr. Allan Roy Dafoe, who at- 
tended the Dionne quintuplets at 
their birth and has been their physi- 
cian since. Its reason for doing so 
is interesting: 

A country doctor; for his work 
in keeping the Dionne quintup- 
lets alive. His example did much 
to restore the general practi- 
tioner to a high place in public 
esteem. 

That the general practitioner had 
fallen from the high place in public 
esteem which is historically his, wil 
be news to most laymen. In city 
and in country the old family doc- 
tor is held in affectionate respect. 
Dr. Dafoe is typical of a body of de- 
voted men who in weather fair and 
foul minister to ailing and hurt men, 
women and children, dosing, cleans- 
ing, binding, cutting with their 
fingers while calming and cheering 
with their voices. They overcome 
storm.and flood, do without sleep, 
conveniently forget unpaid accounts, 
neglect their meals, bear messages, 
do errands; they are bustling about, 
always a bit behind time with unim- 
portant things, always miraculously 
at hand in crises, on the pretentious 
ayenues and forgotten streets of 
towns and on the lonely back roads 
of thinly populated areas. The in- 
| strument maker would shake his 
head in despair over. their mechani- 
cal equipment, but they know how 
to improvise, and nobody would 
shake his head over their wisdom 
that reading, experience and ob- 
servation impart. They identify and 
treat appropriately an obscure fever, 
attend to a fracture, be it simple, 
compound, comminuted, complicated 
or impacted, take a look at a brood- 
ing neurasthenic, bring a little sun- 
shine to a crippled child, change a 
fretting baby’s diet, perform an ab- 
dominal operation; and then they 
think the morning’s work is over and 
they can prepare for what the day 
may bring forth. They are likely to 
be bluff of manner and salty of 
speech; yet they have their bedside 
manners exactly suited to their pa- 
tients, and he who puts them down 
as crude, insensitive or behind the 
times convicts himself .of impene- 
trable observational obtuseness. 

“Restore” the general practitioner 
to a high place in pwyblic esteem 
| pr. Dafoe did no such thing; that 
which has never been displaced re- 
quires no restoration. What Dr. 
Dafoe did do was to reveal under 
most trying conditions the fine 
qualities of a notably able band of 
men, recollections of this or that 
member of which makes the citizen 
separated from his ministrations 
say, “Well, this Dr. Specializer is all 
| right, but I wish old Dr. Perkins up 
| home could have a look at the child!”

Winds Kind To Pilot 
Bnable Canadian Airways Aviator 
To Make Flight Record 

The gods that control tail winds, 
it seems, are keeping their eyes on 
Capt. Walter Gilbert, chief pilot for 
the Mackenzie river division of 
Canadian Airways, Ltd., and seeing 
that they are in his favor. 

He flew north from McMurray 
and had a tail wind all the way. He 
started back on the day following 
his arrival at Aklavik, and again 
found the winds in the right diree- 
tion. This time, however, it was 
roaring along at 85 miles an hour, 
sending long streamers of snow off 
the hilltops. 

With the aid of the tail wind, he 
made a flying time record of a little 
over eight hours from Aklavik to 
McMurray. On one stretch of 208 
miles from Arctic Red River to Fort 
Good Hope, he was in the air for 
just an hour and five minutes in an 
aeroplane which has a crusing speed 
of 115 miles an hour. 

McMurray Tar Sands 
Denver Firm To Erect Separating 
Plant In Alberta 

Hon. Thomas G. Murphy, minister 
of the interior, revealed that the 
government had given permission to 
Denver, Colo., financial interests to 
erect in Alberta plants for separat- 
ing bitumen. from McMurray sands 
and for refining the bitumen to ob- 
tain gasoline, fuel oil and asphalt 
products. 

The permission, Mr. Murphy said, 
was an extension of a former agree- 
ment made with the Denver interests 
represented by Max Ball which had 
conducted a “pilot” plant in Toronto 
for preliminary experiments. 

The minister added he understood 
the firm had proceeded with con- 
struction in Alberta of a separation 
plant as soon as weather conditions 
permitted work and that the separa- 
tion plant would be followed by & 
refinery. All the works, he believed, 
would cost about $250,000. 

Mr. Murphy said .the government 
will not spend any money on the 
scheme but that the company will 
be required to pay royalties for the 
privileges of working the sands.

Disease Not So Prevalent Among 
Eskimos States Doctor 

Tuberculosis is prevalent among 
the Eskimos, but not to the extent 
it is among the western Indians, ac- 
cording to Dr. J. A. Urquhart, medi- 
cal officer at Aklavik, N.W.T., on the 
Arctic rim. 

Dramatic events of the far north 
can be told by this quiet doctor, who 
operates two modern hospitals under 
the midnight sun. 

Dr. Urquhart accompanied the 
party, as medical officer, which 
hunted Johnson, the ‘mad trapper” 
some time ago, and in the great flu 
epidemic at Aklavik in .1928 he 
worked feverishly day in day out to 
relieve distress. 

And he depends upon boats to 
bring his medical supplies in the 
summer, 

“Air rates of $2.70 per pound are 
too high to fly the supplies in,” he 
said. 

Two modern hospitals, one oper- 
ated by the Anglican mission having 
16 bed capacity and the second, 
operated by the Roman Catholic mis- 
sion, having 24 bed capacity, are un- 
der Dr. Urquhart’s control. Both 
are equipped with their own power 
plants and operating rooms, and be- 
tween 30 to 40 major operations are 
performed each year. 

And the work is all done by Dr. 
Urquhart. The nearest medical of- 
ficer is 700 miles away. 

With only six mails yearly, the 
trappers, police and trading post 
men look forward to the Canadian 
Radio Commission broadcast of mes- 
sages each week, Dr. Urquhart said,

The Brighter Side

these years the picture at which they have been looking has become pro- 
gressively darker and more gloonfy. In fact, following the stock market 
crash in the late months of 1929, people generally did not seek to find any 
rays of light, they became more and more fearful, and preferred to dwell 
upon every unfavorable factor in the situation and to close their eyes and 
refuse to see anything that could be regarded as hopeful. 

This state of mind spread throughout the whole country and, unfortun- 
ately for Western Canada, it was accentuated by reason of the advent of a 
cycle of abnormally dry years, accompanied by other climatic conditions, 
with their aftermath of pests and other drawbacks entirely beyond the con- 
trol of man, and all discouraging and destructive of confidence on the part 
of people so grievously afflicted. 

Under the circumstances the amazing thing is that people, taken on 
the whole, have displayed such: wonderful fortitude, so much courage and 
such fine patience. 

Within recent months the clouds of depression have been’ thinning, con- | 
ditions have been slowly improving, and the time has come when, we think, | 
the people of Canada may well, to their own advantage and further en- | 
couragement, take a look at some of the brighter things in our national | 


life for which they have deep reason for thankfulness in comparison with | 
the lot of other peoples and nations. 


Unlike quite a few nations, Canada has maintained its national honor, | 
As a result, Can- | 


has not repudiated but has met its national obligations. 
ada stands higher than ever in the estimation of the world. It is a great) 
asset that has not decreased in value but has been substantially increased, | 
and that increased value will stand this Dominion in good Stead in the years | 
that lie ahead. 

The general business situation in Canada is improving. In view of the | 
economic depths to which the whole world had sunk,-this improvement will | 
naturally be slow at first, but it is gathering momentum and volume. The 
trade of Canada, both import and export, and internal as well, is increas- 
ing; the volume of business is becoming larger; railway revenues are rising; 


national revenues are substantially larger and are increasing, all of which | 


means more employment in the not distant future, and especially so if 
action is taken to remove or materially lesson the many restrictions now 
imposed on trade. 

Another bright side to the Canadian picture is to be found in the fact 
that, despite all the difficulties and problems, worries and‘sufferings of 
people, Canada has been remarkably free of riots and other forms of de- 
fiance of the law which have characterized other lands and resulted in open | 
strife and bloodshed. The Canadian people have kept their heads, and as a 


result they are winning through, just as the people of Britain are winning 
through. 


Considering the past, the present and the future, there is another and, 


very large and important spot of brightness, leading to hope and confidence 


for the future, in the fact that almost alone among the nations of the world | 
Canada has been free and is free of the one great burden which rests with | 
crushing force upon the world to-day. That is the burden of armaments,— | 


the enormous cost of warlike preparations, 
annual tribute reckoned in hundreds of millions, even billions of dollars, to 
the great war god Mars, the Canadian people are not called upon to do so. 

A couple of small destroyers, one on either seacoast, and a’ handful of 
militia which is merely a reserve to the established police forces of. the 
country to assist if and when necessary in the maintenance of peace within 
our own borders, but in no sense an army maintained for offense against 
any nation,—-that is all, With no great battleships, no standing army, no 
great line of fortifications, Canada lives at peace with the world, the friend 
of every nation, having no quarrel with any. 


If this picture was otherwise, if the Canadian people were taxed to the| 
limit, as other peoples are, to provide the god of war with the machinery | 
and equipment of wholesale human destruction, then Canada might have | 


cause to fear for the future. Fortunately, that fear does not exist. 

Given a return to more normal and therefore favorable climatic con- 
ditions throughout Western Canada, with a removal of the artificial restric- 
tions imposed upon the commercial transactions and business life of the | 
country,—both of which ‘conditions are not only possible but probable and ! 
ones we have every reason to expect,—and free from the entanglements of | 
war-affrighted nations, the Canadian people without any undue optimism 
may well turn their eyes away from the darker picture of the past five | 


years, and find renewed confidence and happiness in the brighter, better 
days now dawning.

Acetylene is a colorless gas pro- 
duced by the action of water on car- 
bide. It is prepared in large quanti- 
ties for use as an illuminant and as 


&-source of great heat. When heat- 
ed it decomposes into hydrogen and 
carbon. It was by this method that 
the Germans prepared much of the 
hydrogen used for filling the Zep- 
pelins in the World War. 

When compressed in cylinders, 
acetylene is very explosive, since the 
heat produced in compressing the ras 
is sufficient to start decomposition. 
However, sciehtists have found that 
acetvlene can be compressed with 
safety by forcing it at low tempera- 
tures into steel cylinders complete- 
ly filled with:some porous material 
which has been soaked in a liquid 
called acetone. The gas is very 
soluble in this liquid and under such 
conditions it is not explosive. 

The chief use of acetylene is in 
the cutting and welding of metals. 
For this work the gas is burned in 
pure oxygen in an apparatus known 
as the oxyacetylene blowpipe. A tem- 
perature of about 4,800 degrees 
Fahrenheit may be obtained in this 
way. In taking iron structures apart 
the tip of the flame is held in con- 
tact with some part of the metal, un- 
til the metal is heated to a high tem- 
perature; then more oxygen is turned 
on and the hot metal at once com- 
mences to burn away. By moving 
the tip of the flame containing the 
excess of oxygen over the metal 
plate, the metal is cut into pieces. 

Recently Langmiur, an American 
scientist, has invented a device 
known as the hydrogen-are welding 
torch by means of which very high 
temperatures can be obtained. In this 
type of blowpipe a stream of hydro- 
gen is conducted from a small tube 
through an electric arc maintained 
between tungsten electrodes. A tem- 
perature of at least 10,000 degrees 
Fahrenheit may be reached with this 
new torch.

Planting Nursery Stock 


The proper time to plant peren- 
nials, roses, fruit trees, shrubbery 
and other kinds of nursery stock is 
just as soon as the ground can be 
worked. But of course they must be 
purchased first. There is a vast range 
in prices and quality. Only shrubs 
and trees that are in good condition 
should be considered. This means 
that the stems and bark will be 
pliable and green and will have 
plenty of good, live buds. There will 
be a gnod root growth, and this,. as 
well as the top, will be soft and 
moist. Each plant should be wrapped 
separately. Granted that good stock 
has been purchased, the next thing 
is to get it planted as quickly as pos- 
sible and with absolutely no exposure 
to the open air. If the ground is 
still unfit to plant, open the parcel, 
soak in water, and plant in a shal- 
low trench, covering the roots and 
most of the stems with earth firmly 
packed down. Leave here until 
permanent locations are ready. 

Spring Pruning 

Most pruning is done in late win- 
ter or early spring. It is not a diffi- 
cult task, though a little is usually 
essential with all sorts of shrubs, 
roses and both fruit and ornamental 
trees. Dead growth should be re- 
moved, though at this time of year 
it may be difficult to detect dying 
from live wood. The general idea is 
to let in light, encourage strong 
growth and also turn out a tree or 
shrub which is fairly symmetrical. 
With shrubbery, pruning of those 
things that bloom late in the year, 
should be done early in the spring, 
but shrubs, like the Spirea, which 
blossom in early summer, should not 
be touched with the knife until late 
summer. Special precautions are 
necessary with grape vines. If these 
are pruned in late spring, they will 
bleed profusely. The work must be 
carried out before the sap starts to 
rise. Commercial grape men leave a 
mere skeleton each spring as the 
fruit is produced on new growth. 
Raspberries are borne on two-year- 
old canes only, so that after the crop 
has been harvested and the new 
canes well started, all old wood 
should be removed. Most of the 
ordinary roses are cut back severely 
after growth starts in the spring, 
and best results are obtained from 
climbing roses where almost all the 
old wood is removed in late summer 
after blooming is over. With flower- 
ing shrubs, the aim is to keep new) 
vigorous growth coming on by the 
removal of weak three and four- 
year-old wood. Young fruit trees 
need little pruning beyond shaping 
slightly, but after they have started 
to bear fruit, considerablé growth 
should be removed each spring, so 
that the light and air are distributed 
evenly through the whole tree.

‘University Of Alberta Develops 


A New Variety Of Wheat 


| Said To Be 


An Alberta product developed at 
the University of Alberta, a new 
variety of wheat will be given a real 
test this year when it is planted in 
field areas in the province's drouth 
districts of the south. 

A cross between the famous 
Canadian Marquis wheat and Kan- 
red, an equally famed grain in the 
United States winter wheat belt, the 
new variety, originated by Dr. O. 8. 
Aamodt, professor of genetics and 
plant breeding at the University of 
Alberta, has been named “Canus’, a 
derivation of the two nations—Can- 
ada and the United States. 

A bearded variety, a heritage 
from the winter wheat side of its 
ancestry, the new grain is reported 
to be drouth resistant and to give 
a higher yield than Marquis. 

In tests conducted by the Domin- 
fon department of agriculture and 
the research council of Canada, 
“Canus” showed an average: yield of 
82.4 bushels to the acre. 

Here are some of the attributes 
of the newly-developed wheat: 

Resistance to drouth, foot rot and 
bunt, two wheat diseases which have 
taken heavy toll in the west; 

Good stiffness and baking qualities. 

Dr. Aamodt’s wheat has one dis- 
advantage. It is not resistant to 


rust, but this not a serious problem. 


in this province as rust is seldom a 
menace to Alberta producers. 

A report, issued to its members by 
the Alberta wheat pool, says: 

“The probability is that Canus will 
ultimately supplant Marquis over a 
considerable area of the plains region 
of western Canada. It will not in- 
vade areas where early ripening is 
required as it takes about the same 
time to reach maturity as does Mar- 
quis.” , 

Ten bushels of the newly-developed 
Canus wheat will be distributed 
among farmers of central and south- 
ern Alberta this year, according .to 
Dr. O. S. Aamodt, University of Al- 
berta, originator of Canus. It will 
be the first time the wheat, on which 
Dr. Aamodt has worked 15 years has 
been given to farmers for seed. 

Dr. Aamodt does not claim re- 
markable drouth-resisting strength 
for his new grain. It is mainly use- 
ful in its strength against smut and 
foot rot, he declares, The national 
rescarch council, Ottawa, financed 
his experimentations. : 

Another high grade wheat, said to 
be equal in quality to Reward and 
with possibly greater yield and hav- 
ing strong drouth resistance, is in 
the process of development by Dr. 
Aamodt and may be available in five 
years. 


Odorless Cabbage 


Cornell University Professor Develops 
A New Type 

An odorless cabbage, something 
new in the vegetable world, was an- 
nounced at Cornell University. 

It took 4,000 cabbages and six 
years to produce it. Each year Pro- 
fessor C. H. Myers uprooted a few 
of the most sturdy early Savoy cab- 
bages in the Cornell experimental 
gardens and placed them in’ cold 
storage for about two months. This 
gave the young cabbages a “rest.” 
Then he replanted the cabbages in 
greenhouses. 

There was an expert substituted 
steel tweezers for bees, butterflies 
and other undiscriminating pollen 
spreaders. He took pollen from the 
antler of one cabbage flower and 
placed it on the pistil of another. 


Cathedral Has Ship’s Bell 


Also Two Other Gifts From British 
Warship Canterbury 

When the British warship Canter- 
bury was broken up some months 
ago the ship’s bell was placed in 
Canterbury Cathedral. Two interest- 
ing seafaring gifts have now been 
added to it, One is a log-book, pre- 
sented by Admiral Percy Royds. In 
this every seafarer records his ser- 
vice and rank and signs his name 
when he first strikes six bells in the 
cathedral. Each morning a _ sea- 
farer “stands by” to strike six bells 
at 11 o'clock. ‘The other gift is a 
model of the first H.M.8. Canter- 
bury, built in 1744, This is placed 
above the ship’s bell. It is presented 
in memory of Captain Graham Ed- 
wards who commanded the last ship 
of that name until his death in 1928. 


Queer Names For Streets 


Paris Lays Claim To Having Most 
Of Any City 

Paris claims to have more queerly- 
named streets than any other city 
in the world. They include “Ash 
Trays Street,” “The Street of the 
Bad Boys,” “Good Children Street,” 
“Fishing Cat Street,” “Green Dog 
Street,” and “White Peacock Street.” 
Other streets are “Son-in-Law,” “Hot 
Cat,”. ‘Lovely Leaves,” ‘Windy

Planned By Julius Caesar 


Giant Aqueduct Is Now Nearing 
Completion In Italy — 

Italy’s giant new Apulian Aque- 
duct, which will supply 302 towns 
and villages wtih water, is: nearing 
completion after 29 years of work. 

The main conduit will be one of 
the largest water conveyers in the 
the world, and its length, with 
branches, will total 920 miles. Al- 
ready 193 towns and villages are 
receiving supplies. 

Each of the 2,500,000 inhabitants 
served by the aqueduct will have an 
average supply of 18 gallons a day. 
These people have hitherto had to 
rely on rainfall for supplies, there 
being a total absence of underground 
springs. 

Signor Mussolini's government is 
thus completing. a work which was 
first conceived by Julius Caesar, who 
also attempted the reclamation of 
the Pontine Marshes, in which two 
new towns have been built. 

The main conduit of the Apulian 
Aqueduct is 152 miles long, and of 
this length 67 miles passes through 
tunnels. The reservoirs will total 
155, of which 118 have already been 
completed and seven are now under 
construction, There will be 27 
pumping stations, ef which 23 are 
completed. 

The cost of the aqueduct is esti- 
mated at about £11,150,000. 


Cancer Research 


New Discovery Is Made In Relation 
To Use Of Radiation 


The discovery of a mysterious sub- 
stance which makes cancer cells 
more susceptible than healthy one to 
X-rays and radium rays was reported 
regently. 

Physicians have long known can- 
cer tissue is affected by radiation 
more than sound flesh but the reason 
was believed to be ‘that the rays 
stopped growth of the cells. 

Experiments by Dr. Paul S. Hen- 
shaw of Memorial hospital, New 
York, have apparently determined 
that the rays halt the workings of 
the strange substance that regulates 
not only'growth in size but other 
development as well. 

The studies by Dr. Henshaw were 
made public. by the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Science. Cancer specialists hope 
that from them may grow the 
knowledge of just how much radia- 
tion to apply to the diseased cells 
so the normal ones will not be 
harmed. 


A Valuable Discovery 


Water Has Been Found In At Least 
Three Different Forms 


Water has been found to exist in 
at least three forms by Doctors R. 
G. Gustavson and Humphrey G. 
Owen, of. Denver University. This 
discovery is expected to be of great 
value to mankind “Once regarded 
as one of the simplest and most 
familiar of substances, water has 
now been found in at least three 
different forms made from a hew, 
heavier hydrogen atom than the 
traditionally accepted type. This 
discovery has led to still more im- 
portant discoveries by studying cer- 
tain properties of the new water and 
the new hydrogen. It is known that 
water resulting from melting ice is 
different from water resulting from 
condensing steam and that the melt- 
ed ice type has more value for grow- 
ing plants than other types. That is 
why flowers bloom so abundantly at 
the edge of snowbanks in our moun- 
tains.” 


Brains Are Electrical 


Scientists Not Certain Yet What 
Nerve Impulses Indicate 

Brains are electrical, according to 
the recent discovery of a group of 
scientists who found that nerve im- 
pulses are electrical surges and that 
the largest travel to the brain in 
direct relation to outside stimuli. 
Besides these nerve impulses which 
flow into the brain there are regular 
surges flowing through the brain it- 
self even in the absence of any stim- 
ulus. This was proved by a very deli- 


cate apparatus which is capable of |
